History of 
The Organization 
Rey. R. R. Bonsteel gave a brief | 
synopsis of the Missionary activities 
down through the years which he had 
prepared from previous reports com- 
piled in 1938 by the late Mr. Allan 
Bailey and in 1950 by Mrs. Percy Mac- 
Mullen. He ‘told how Mrs. Levi Mas- 
sey, district osganizer for Methodist 
W.M.S. was responsible for a circuit 
organization on September 30th, 1897. 
Later the ladies at Mount Pleasant 
decided to have their own organization 
and Mrs. Massey organized this group 
in June 1901 with Mrs. James Williams 
as President; Mrs, Frank Potts, Re- 
cording Secretary; Mrs. Frank Wil- 
- liams, Treasurer, and ten charter 
members as follows, Mrs. Daniel 
Johnson, Mrs. Nancy McConnell, Mrs. 
Rueben Hoard, Mrs. Allan Bailey, Miss 
. Phronia MacDonald, Mrs. Will John- 
son and her daughter, Miss Lottie 
Johnson. These ten ladies have all 
passed on to their reward but their 
* works still follow them. ~ 
Mrs. James Williams served aa | 
President for the first ten years and 
the meetings were held in the church | 
as that was a central place. Each year 
Mrs. Williams with her assistants can- 
vassed every home in the community 
and that took several afternoons in the ;

Mrs. Allan Bailey served as second 
President from 1911-1916, five years, | 
and she too knew the hardships that ; 
accompany a small organization to pro- 
mote Missions. True, more women 
were becoming interested in the or- 
ganization but the house to house can- 
yass was made and the fall concerts 
were more of a sacred nature. 

In 1912 the W.M.S. ladies offered ar- 
Went prayer for a Mission Circle Lead- 
er and Mrs. Robert Pounder guided 
that group of nine girls for six years. 
The meetings were held in the homes 
and as money was scarce those days 
the girls pieced quilt blocks twice 
yearly and these Mrs. Pounder made 
into quilts for sale and the proceeds 
were used for Circle work. Mrs. 
Pounder also made her large patch of 
rhubarb available 'to the girls to sell at 
ten cents a basket and thought up 
various other ways of raising money 
for Missions. One year the girls sold 
names for an autograph quilt which 
had been pieced by Mrs. Daniel John- 
son and quilted by W.M.S. women. 
The writer earned the quilt and over 
twenty dollars which made herselft 
and another girl life members of the 
Mission Circle. 

In 1915 the Mission Circle and the 
Epworth League staged a three-act 
play and a variety concert at the 
Church and realized almost fifty dol- 
lars which was equally divided by 
two interested men of the'comniunity, 
Messrs. Gilbert Smith and Manson Mc- 
Connell. These men now both deceas- 
ed were always willing to assist the 
Circle and Epworth League at any 
time. 

Mrs. Bailey became a life member in 
1927 and was active in the work all 
through the years until her death in 
1950. Her memory is still with us. 

The third President, Mrs. John Reid 
was unable to be in attendance at this 
50th Anniversary. She served five 
years from 1916-1921. Sacred concerts 
were held each autumn to raise money 
for Missions. Mrs. Thomas McKeown 
who now resides in Springbrook serv- 
ed two years as the fourth President

There are eighteen annual paid 
members but Mrs. Arthur Phillips 
moved to Belleville and only attended 
one meeting in 1951. The allocation for 
the W.M.S., Mission Band and Baby 
Band is $260.00 for 1951 which is the 
highest allocation since Union, but all 
realize that when the value of the 
Canadian dollar dropped to a new low 
it was necessary to raise more funds 
for repairs to buildings, continued hos- 
pital work, etc, Previous to depres- 
sion days the allocations ranged from 
three hundred to four hundred dollars 
and there has only been a very few 
times during the fifty years that the 
allocation hasn’t been met and exceed- 
ed. One of the traditions down ‘through 
the years has been to remit all money 
to the Presbyterial Treasurer at the 


close of the year and none was ever 
left over. The Society has been rich- 
ly blessed despite the fact they have 
always been few in numbers. Since 
depression days the Society adopted 
the rule of systematic giving by en- 
velope and only on special occasions 
@o they stage anything extra as a 
money-making profit, Last year in 
June a special celebration of 25 years 
of Union was held at the Church under 
the direction of Mrs. Roy Thrasher 
and the group’ were able to exceed 
their allocation of $255.00 by $25.60. 
The Dominion Board had asked each 
Auxiliary ‘to try to exceed with one 
dollar for every year of Union and a 
large number of Auxiliaries in Canada 
responded to the appeal. A silver col- 
lection was taken at this special cele- 
bration in June 1950, 

The Fortieth Anniversary was cele- 
brated at the Church in 1941 in the 
afternoon with a Memorial Service for 
twenty-two deceased members. The 


45th Anniversary was held at the 
Church Hall in the evening on Novem- 
ber 20th, 1946, with Mr. Kenneth Stew- 


High River,

November 24th at the age of 84 years. 
He had been in failing health for some 


time, 
acute in the past few months. 


George Edmond Mack, who served 
Alberta, as secretary 


the condition growing~ more 
Prior 
to his retirement in 1946 his life had, 
been interwoven in the history of the 
town, and he was more familiar with 


its business progress and settlement 


than almost any other individual. 
He is survived by his wife and two 


sons, Ted, of Claresholm, Alberta, and 


Harry, of Trail, B.C. He was prede- 
ceased by two sons, Will and Earl and 
a daughter Leah. 

Born at Wellman’s Corners, Ontario, 
Mr. Mack was engaged in farming in 
early manhood, and also gained busin- 
ess experience as manager of a gener- 
al store. In 1905 the family came west 
to High River and for a short ‘time he 
was employed with the Ferguson and 
Keeler store. 

Shortly after his coming to High 
River his interest in civic affairs was 
expressed in his election to the office 
of councillor, and he resigned from 
that office to become secretary-treas- 
urer of the town in the spring of 1909. 
He continued in this capacity for a 
number of years, and the only break 
in his long period of service occurred 


in-the early twenties when he joined 
ithe staff of Lineham Lumber Co. and 


later the Skov Lumber Co. as book- 
keeper. However, he was persuaded in 
about 1924 to return to the secretary- 
ship of the town, continuing this post 
until his retirement in 1946. 


This background of experience, to- 
gether with natural ability, brought 
hini recognition throughoht the proy- 
ince, as one of the best informed men 
in Alberta on questions of civie ad- 
ministration. The personnel of the 
council changed from time to time, but 
Mr. Mack was a constant source of ad- 
vice and guidance in administration 
of town affairs. His memory was re- 
markable for every development in 
town history, touching on finances, by- 
laws and anything which passed 
through the town office. 

He was a charter member of the Ro- 
tary Club, serving as president and on 
many committees, and maintaining 
his interest actively despite failing 
health. His lodge affiliation was with 
the I.0.0.F. and he had held office as 
Past Grand of the local lodge. 

Throughout his lifetime he was deep- 
ly religious, and in the early years was 
a leader in the Methodist Church‘and 
active in choral work. After Church 
Union, his activities were continued 
in the United Church. He was honor- 
ed with every office in the church or- 
ganizations, and represented High Riy- 
er Presbytery on occasion at national 
and provincial assemblies. Recogni- 
tion of his devotion to church work 
came to him in many ways, and when 
the new United Church was dedicated 
a year ago, Mr. Mack was chosen as 
the veteran member of the congrega- 
tion to lay the corner stone.

Mr. Mack's outstanding hobby and 
recreation was gardening, and his 
home property was one of the beauty 


spots of High River, with its profusion 
of flowers and artistic planning. His 
desire to make the town clean and 
attractive was demonstrated in the 
leadership which he gave to Horticul- 
tural groups and to the Town Plan- 
ning Board of the twenties. Few lives 
have been so constructively and con- 
tinuously associated with the progress 


of the town as that of Mr. Mack.

For, 
in a typical year of operation, 50.7 per 
cent of the CBC's radio time is deyot- 
ed to talking. Since the CBC now 
costs around $14 million a year to op- 
erate, that comes to about $7 million 
for words alone. 

It is a strange coincidence that the 
proposed parliamentary grant of $6,- 
250,000 a year, purpose of which is to 
keep the CBC out of financial difficul- 
ties, should so nearly approximate the 
amount of time and money spent by 
the state-owned radio system on talk. 
Taxpayers who wonder why taxes are 
so high can comfort themselves with 
the knowledge that one of the factors 
in their tax bills is what it costs to fin- 
ance some thousands of hours of 
pure, unadulterated talk each year 
over the national network. 

Inflation, it seems, has even sent the 
cost of talk soaring. —Napanee Ex- 
press.

134 Annual Meeting 
Bank of Montreal 


While forecasting a “brilliant long- 
range future” for Canada, B. C. Gard- 
ner, president of the Bank of Montreal, 
sees a continuance of difficult econ- 
omic problems facing the nation and 
emphasizes that “it would be very 
dangerous to conclude that the battle 
against inflation has been won.” 

Speaking to B of M shareholders at 
their 134th annual meeting in Mont- 
real on December 3rd, Mr. Gardner 
found encouragement in Canada’s cur- 
rent monetary policies which were 
resulting in a “healthier and more 
realistic interest-rate structure, with 
the price of money once again begin- 
ning to exercise its traditional stabil- 
izing function as a stimulus to saving 
and a brake of excessive expansion.” 

Warning that the possibility of fur- 
thur inflation was still “very real,” the 
president traced both the short and 
long-term factors which threaten Can- 
ada’s monetary stability. 

Inflationary Factors 

Mr. Gardner saw an immediate in- 
flationary threat in the necessity of 
putting an increasing proportion of 
Canada’s national output into defence 
and industrial expansion with a con- 
sequent decrease of production for civ- 
ilian consumption. A widening of the 
disparity between spending power and 
available consumer goods might re- 
sult. 

The long-term forces tending to un- 
dermine the value of the dollar were 
more deeply rooted, he stated. Among 
them he included: the political un- 


popularity of anti-inflationary policies;

and the economical avantages that had 
been noted, 

The time and labor saving in putting 
up grass silage as compared to normal 
haying procedure were two of the 
fartors which were enrouraging farm- 
ers to swing away from conventional 
haying operations, With the grass si- 
lage method farmers are not held up 
for weather and the forage harvest 
nan be hompleted in approximately 
one half the time with less than half 
the labor, 

Feeding Advantage 

There was also a feeding advantage 
with grass silage that worked out in 
dollars and cents saved, according to 
Mr. Dickenson, He said that any crop,

which stock would eat green could be 
put into grass silage, but “the better 
the crop the better the silage.” 

( The feed would not be as good as 
green but the silo was the best way to 
handle it. The feed loss as silage 
would be from five to 15 per cent as 
compared with a 20 to 40 per cent loss 
\with dry hay. 

Popular Mixture 

Sweet clover and orchard grass was 
a popular mixture for grass silage, 
but the clover should be cut before it 
reached the bloom stage. Mixtures 
were better than straight crops. 

Mr. Dickenson said the grass crop 
could be cut with a mower; loaded 
with a hay loader and cut and blown 
into the silage with a regular type in- 
éulage cutter. 

Fed Silage Daily 

Unusual as it may sound, the speak- 
er said the Ottawa Dairy Farm herd 
of milkers was fed silage only once per 
day. The silage was augmented by 1.3 
pounds of dry hay per cow per day and 
by feeding of grain correlated to the 
milk production. The result of this 
had been increased milk production, 
and improvement in herd health.

“The Church of the City Frontiers,” 
third programme of the Study Book, 
was reviewed by Mrs. A. Armstrong. 
Through its Board of Home Missions, 
the United Church of Canada main- 
tains 16 city mission centres engaged’ 
in rescue and redemption work. The 
most of this work is done in the down 
town industrial and factory regions 
where men and women are untouched 
by any chureh and in a fair way to be- 
coming pagan. 

Three of these 16 centres will be 
used as examples. In Halifax, Bruns- 
wick Street Church is a downtown 
centre within a stone’s throw of the 
docks, It used to be an area of wealth 
and prestige, but now it is marked by 
deplorable housing conditions and pov- 
erty. The people of this district need 
the help of their fellow men through 
the church. In it they enjoy a new 
found sense of dignity and power. 
Brunswick Church has re-adjusted its 
programme entirely to meet the needs 
of a changing environment, Hyery 
boat load of new comers is welcomed 
and befriended by one of several ex- 
perienced workers. 

A different type of church centre is 
the Fred Victor Mission in downtown 
Toronto. Redemptive work is carried 
on among some of the most unfortun- 
ate of the land — the poverty-stricken, 
the alcoholics, victims of vice, crime, 
gambling, every form of sin and evil 
to be found in a great city. A citation 
to Rey. Wesley Hunnisett from the 
city council of Toronto, recognized 
his very fine work as Superintendent 
of the Mission and his great.contribu- 
tion to the public weal of the city in 
carrying on the operation of a men’s 
hostel in St. Lawrence Hall during the 
winter season of 1949-50. 

In Winnipeg we see that here too, 
the expansion of industry and the in- 
erease of population warrant 8 or 9 
new churches in the city alone.
